Raise Voices on Jap Question, 
Sandwell Tells Toronto Students 



"Government does not want to 
deport Japs, If you make noise the 
Government will listen to it, so 
make all the noise you can." With 
these words Dr. B. K. Sandwell, 
Rector of Queen's University and 
editor ot Saturday Night, summed 
up an address given to a rally to 
600 Queen's stuilents who protested 
Japanese deportation, on Friday, 
March 1. 

Dr. Sandwell said that the order 
supporting the deportation, of Jap- 
anese Canadians was contrary to 
the principles ot the Atlantic Char- 
ter. Arguments brought forward 
that Japanese Canadians multiply 
too rapidly were also disproved by 
Dr. Sandwell who quoted the Can- 
ada Yearbook figure of 2.7. Claim- 
ing that Japanese Canadians were 
misled Into signing the order, Dr. 
Sandwell stated that the victims, 
when asked to co-operate. Inter- 



preted this to mean that they should 
sign the deportation order and were 
not told that the agreement was 
revocable. 

The Japanese Canadians were 
mislead into thinking that this gov- 
ernment action was a form of vol 
untary repatriation. This, stated 
Dr. Sandwell, was not so. Most of 
the Japanese Canadians have never 
seen Japan and do not wish to do 
so, they are Canadian citizens and 
as such they have the right to 
change their minds even It they 
did sign a voluntary repatriation 
order. • _ 

'■The issue at stake," concluded 
Dr. Sandwell, "was not Just a ques- 
tion of Japs, but evidence of our 
intolonince of humanity. This state 
ot affairs," he said, "has increased 
tremendously during the past two 
decades."

McGill Professors 
Prepare Artidesi 
For Encyclopedia 

Dr. Pall, Dr. Berrill 
Writes Contributions 
On Maths and Zoology 

The Encyclopedia Britannica, 
under its plan for continuous revi- 
sion, has secured the services of 
several thousand 'experts^ho^have 
revised, rewritten or prepared new 
articles for the 1946 printing. Two 
members of the McGill faculty are 
among the contributors to the lat- 
est edition of the Britannica. They 
are^Dr." Gordon Pall, "Professor ot 
Mathematics, and Dr. N. J. Berrill, 
professor of Zoology. 

Dr. Pall is reputed to be one of 
the foremost writers on the theory 
of numbers on this continent He 
has contributed numerous articles 
to mathematical journals, In parti 
cular on the theory of - quadratic 
forms, and on the theory of quater 
nions. He expects to publish a 
treatise on this latter subject in 
the near future. He was granted a 
Guggenheim fellowship a few years 
ago, and spent some time at the la 
stitutc for Advanced Study. 

The article on the theory of 
numbers which Dr. Pall is writing 
for the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
has in the past editions been 
written by such embient mathema' 
tidans as L. E. Dickson. 

Dr. N. J. Berrill, is the author ot 
a new article on Tunicata, appear 
ing In the 1046 printing. This re- 
port is Professor Berriil's first 
contribution to the 178-year-old 
reference work.

The culprits must be found and punished, if 
ever we arc to hold our heads up as democratic 
individual?. SIniidcr nml pressure work arc not 
the way tilings the majority of McGill students 
want in their elections. If wc allow these lesser 
things free reign, tlierc is no knowing where the 
chain will stop. Let us make sure it stops here.

The Hindu Scientist was talking: This century 
will not end as the Atomic Age' It will be tlic 
Cosmic Age. In the atom bomb we are using only, 
10 to speak, the waste neutrons ot the uranium; cos- 
mic rays will utilize tho full energy ot the entire 
element. Cosmic rays arc, as tar as' we know, the 
source ot mutations— causing the gene changes that 
countermand heredity.

A Diary for Timothy 

Only an expert is able to take 
a film apart, examine it for the 
excellence ot its photography, act- 
ing, music, plot and put it back 
together to gel the original picture. 
This reviewer is not that expert 
and prefers to remember the over- 
all Impression so the salient points 
come back clear and without dis- 
tortion. In a picture such as "A 
Diary for Timothy" this is impor- 
tant. 

"A Diary for Timothy" was the 
story ot Timothy Jenkins, bom in 
England, September, 1944, and his 
first six months of life. The growth 
of young Tim from red-wrinkled 
ugliness to buttcrfat-health made 
possible an interesting parallel. 
Two foods fed this infant Milk 
from his mother's bseast gave his 
young; body lite. But. these were 
other foods at hand; foods of hate, 
ot destruction, of endurance, and 
ot hope These foods shape his life 
as surely as mother's milk shaped 
his body. 

The camera caught for Tim the 
moments he could not know. It 
showed how V bombs, Arnhem, 
Von Rundsleds offensive and the 
spring offensive were as much part 
of his life as his first breath of 
air, his christening and his first 
Christmas. 

Hero the producers' could have 
erred seriously. They might have 
overdone it They might have con 
centratcd on nothing but infant's 
cry and wailing siren,' changing dl 
apers and changing bandages; but 
they didn't ' They pictured lite as 
it Is, continuous, wide and inter 
dependent Some ot the means 
they used to put this across were 
quite effective. While Stanley Max 
ted spoke from Arnhem, Dame 
Myra Hess was giving a piano re- 
cital. . While his calm unhurried 
words told ot courage' and death, 
her talented fingers spoke of beau 
ty and life. The film did it natural 
ly and without labour. There be- 
came a connection between battles 
in the Ardennes* snow and the won- 
der of a white Christmas. It was 
part of a pattern. It was life. 
, And yet "A Diary For Timothy 
was not a simple picture. It Was 
not content with presenting a his 
tory of six months but -tried tor 
something more. It attempted to 
put individual actions into proper 
perspective. A Christmas toast to 
"Absent Friends" could toe very 
tragic and very noble. A father's 
letter to his new born son, ''I pray 
you . may be ^ truly happy ■ and con

most intimate detail. 

Timothy's Diary was the last 
till to be shown by the Film Soci-» 
ely, this year. If the Society shows 
more films of the same calibre next 
year it should have even greater 
support next year.
